WASHINGTON, June 1 (U,R) — President Truman today 
called for renewed national effort in the war against Jaiiini, 
He said the American force to be used there would be more 
than double the size of the present army in the Pacific. This 
apparently meant that an army of nearly -1,000,000 will be 
used to sutduc Japan. He threatened Jajfan with a steadily- 
iiicreii.sitig air war nnd urged Japanese civilians to leave their 
cities "if they wish to save their lives." 

Truman set forth his views in a message to congress on 
the war. It was an appeal not only to congresH but to the 
nation against any let-down due to a false idea the job ia 
about done.

BOMBSHELLS 
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JAI'S' NEW PROPAGANDA 
An Interesting article from a Tokyo newa- 
papcr, broadcast by tlie Domcl news agency, 
calls upon the Japanese people to emulate the 
unity of the Ruwlan people behind Maishal 
Slalln'a leadership In order to defeat the 
"Anglo-American capitalist aKarCHKlo 

It also says, with apparent (rankncM, that 
"the crisis now confronting Japan seems 
hopelessly serious," and that It Is Impossible 
"to repulse the enemy outside Japan If there 
Is no perfect unity wlthUi Japan." 

It would be well to digest this confession 
of Japan's troubles with a heavy seasoning 
of salt. No one doubts that tlie cncmy',^ posi- 
tion Ls "hopelessly serious," But the Tokyo 
paper's doleful sentiments are almost too can- 
did to bo swallowed whole. It Is more reason- 
able to assume that the article 1.^ a not-too- 
subtlc attempt to relax the full force of our 
drive against Japan and to flatter Russia In 
the hope of keeping her out of the war. 

Certainly this invocation of Russia's ex- 
ample, while reasonable. Is an abrupt tack 
from the usual course or Japanese propa- 
ganda with Its heavy accent on Intense na- 
tionalism and racial suporiorlly. By using the 
■word "capitalist" In the Etatemcnt about 
Anglo-American aggression, the article's au- 
thor seems to be making a naive bid lor Rus- 
sian friendship by harking back Lo a favorite 
communistic catch-phrase In the days of the 
Rufiso-Qerman non-aggression pact. 

It la natural that the Japs should recall 
the splendid defenses of Moscow and Stalin- 
grad to gain what comfort and In.splratlon 
they can In their growing crisis. But It l.i no 
slur on the Russians' exemplary courage and 
unity to say that these qualities alono did not 
bring Russian victory. 

Unfortunately for the Japs, they have no 
allies to supplement their curtailed Industrial 
production, to open a distant, diversionary 
campaign, M bomb thelf enemy's factories 
and transportation and personnel, heavily 
and repeatedly, 

Russia, while Justly proud of the skill of hL_ 
commanders and of her soldiers' magnificent 
fighting spirit, has not .hesitated to give 
America and Britain the credit they deserve 
In helping the red army to turn back the ene- 
my from their gates. 

The intelligent Japanese surely can sec 
that their position today Is not comparable 
to tho Russian position In the winter of 1Q42- 
43. Their islands are not the vast expanse of 
the Soviet union. Their major raw materials 
must be sea-borne, and the waters that they 
control arc rapidly receding toward the home 
islands' shores, 

Russia's decision to enter or stay out of tho 
pacific war surely will not bo affected by 
Japan's unctuous flattery. And whatever that 
decision, the Japanese government knows 
that it faces nothing but total capitulation, ' 
with or without total destruction.
